w hich have prevailed in th is 
(G rant), C herry, Sheridan, and T hom as 
co u n ties since T uesday have assum ed 
v ast proportions. 
They sta rte d 
in 
S h erid an co u n ty an d have th u s fa r 
b u rn ed over a section of co u n try fo rty 
m iles in w idth. 
T he dam age to hay, 
ran c h p ro p erty , an d c a ttle is enorm ous, 
b u t n o th in g lik e an accu rate estim ate 
is y e t possible. 
M any lives are sup­ 
posed to have been lost, and th o u san d s 
of to n s of h ay have been bu rn ed , 
leav in g th e c attlem en d estitu te. Hom es 
an d stock w ere also b u rn ed , an d th e 
c a ttle ran g es are ruined.

TWO FARMERS, names unknown.

T he tw o first nam ed w ere a tte m p tin g 
to save th e ir p ro p erty by back b u rn ­ 
in g , 
b u t th e h ig h w ind drove th e 
flam es on th em an d c u t off a ll escape 
b efo re th ey w ere aw are o f th e ir d a n ­ 
ger. 
L acher lived lo n g enough to te ll 
h is sto ry tQ ran ch m en w ho cam e to 
h is rescue a fte r th e flam es h ad passed. 
T h e fires a re b u rn in g in sev eral d irec­ 
tio n s an d th e w ind is blow ing alm o st 
a tornado. 
H undreds of th o u san d s of h ead of 
c a ttle are g razin g in C herry, Thom as, 
G ra n t, an d th e o th e r counties w h ere 
th e fires are rag in g . 
These c a ttle 
w ere sen t th e re from th e so u th ern p a rt 
o f th e sta te , w here th e d ro u th h as 
been fe lt so heavily, to graze fo r th e 
w in ter. 
I t is feared a larg e propor­ 
tio n of th ese c a ttle have perished. 
S everal ra n c h houses are rep o rted to 
have been d e stro y e d and th e re is 
p ro b ab ility o f a la rg e loss o f h u m an 
life. 
N o th in g lik e th e p rese n t d isaster has 
happened fo r years. 
As th ere are num ­ 
erous stream s in th e afflicted section it 
is presum ed m any of th e ranchm en 
h av e succeeded in ta k in g th e ir fam ilies 
to th ese w a te r courses an d th u s avoided 
d an g er. 
T h e flam es are n o t driven 
h ig h , since th e g rass is n o t ta ll, conse­ 
q u e n tly an y one reach in g a stream can 
escape d e a th u nless overcom e by th e 
dense smoke. 
I t is rep o rted th a t tw o m en w ere 
b u rn ed a t Mullein. 
One is dead and 
th e o th e r is ly in g in a critical condi­ 
tio n an d w ill die. 
A t th e sam e tim e a 
fire sta rte d on th e south side of th e 
tra c k , b u rn in g ev ery th in g clean from 
L akeside to th e Blue river. 
T his re ­ 
p o rt com es from W hitm an, in 
th e 
so u th e rn p a rt of G ran t county. 
F ires 
h av e been b u rn in g n o rth of W hitm an 
since T uesday. 
Several th o u san d to n s 
of h ay have been bu rn ed an d several 
m iles of ran g e b u rn ed over. 
A n o th er fire has s ta rte d in th e n o rth 
an d is b u rn in g dow n e ast betw een th e 
m iddle an d n o rth prongs of th e M iddle 
L oup th is m orning. 
C itizens in th e lo cality of T hedford, 
T hom as county, w ere ou t u n til a late 
h o u r W ednesday n ig h t b u rn in g fire 
g u a rd s an d a t th is tim e th e to w n is 
considered safe, unless th e fire should 
com e in n o rth of th e strip b u rn ed over. 
T he w ind is b low ing a t th e ra te of 
six ty m iles an h o u r an d g rav e fears are 
felt, as th e atm o sp h ere is fu ll of sm oke 
an d cinders. 
So fa r no loss of life is 
rep o rted in th a t lo cality, b u t th e loss 
of ran g e w ill be g re a t to stockm en.

B ry an t politely b u t firm ly refused to 
adm it Dr. G oerdeler. 
G o erd eler be­ 
cam e excited and dem anded to be 
show n in to th e P resident a t once. 
“ You have no rig h t,’’ he said, “ to 
keep a citizen from seeing th e P resi­ 
d en t of th e U nited S tates." 
G oerdeler said he had been try in g to 
see th e P resid en t fo r n early tw o y ears 
and have Mr. Cleveland rem ove th e 
stain of in san ity from his nam e. 
He 
began to te ll ab o u t his hav in g ch al­ 
lenged th e E m peror W illiam to fig h t a 
duel, b u t Dr. B ryan in terru p ted him 
an d closed th e door. 
G oerdeler w as form erly a professor 
of m usic. 
He w as once a lie u te n a n t in 
th e P russian arm y and once challenged 
E m peror W illiam to tig h t a duel. 
He 
w as arrested and held a prisoner fo r 
several m onths. 
He w as finally re­

The figures nearly stag­ 
gered County Clerk McIntyre when he 
read them for he saw that there was 
a reduction of $30,373 from last year. 
The clerk went to work to figure 
out the reform problem, and in a 
short time he discovered the mode of 
reform adopted. 
The legislature of 
1885 passed a law levying a tax of one 
mill on the dollar each year for school 
purposes. 
This one mill tax in Rock 
couuty, according to our valuation, 
amounts to $25,498.00. 
It is not a m atter of discretion with 
the state officers but is made mandato­ 
ry upon them. 
The tax was provided 
for and first collected in 1885, and 
was collected in every succeeding year. 
This year, contrary to the state law, 
it is omitted. 
Now, the tax raised in Rock county 
for state purposes since 1885, has been 
as follows, the one-mill tax appearing 
in one column aud the remainder of 
the state tax in the other:

motion to the foreman’s place.
